Th« itronc Note of the Poncrx Apaln 
XTMlvely Answered by the Hultau— At- 
toaipt Made to AMMslute Mgr.

CoxsTANTiNoi'LE, Oct. 27.— Tlu' report 
that trouble of a serious uatore is brew- 
ing hi'vo has so often been sent out that 
any fresh annoonoement to that effect 
ii looked apon as havlnft little or no 
foondation in fact. Kvit, in spito of this, 
itisbnt ri^ht instate once more that 
everythiii},' points to further and very 
serioiu troubU) preparing on all sides 
throughout tlie Turkisk empire. The 
ball waa Mt rolling on Wednesday last, 
when the niltan signed two irndes 
which were issued the next day, levying 
a poll tax of five pia.strcs per liead on 
all Mns.'iulinans and iiiereasinj^ tlie tax 
on slieep, imhlie works and edncatinn 
by one to one and a half per cent, tlic 
fnnd.s .^o rai>e(i to be devoted to military 
purjioses. 

This causes tlie repri'seiitativew of the 
powers to scud a collective note to the 
portt! couched in the stroiij,'est lauiruau'e, | 
eallintr attention to the danu'er that tlw' 
armiii;^ of the Mussnltiiaus was sure to !

critical sit uatiou of atVairs in tlii' Turk- ! 
ish empire. lJut larire purchases of j 
arms have ain aily been made and the 
danger increases himrlv. I 

The ixirte yesterday sent a ri j)ly to; 
the (Hillective note of the amhas-aders. 
As usual, however, it was an evasive 
answer and in substance sinijily statt>d 
that the ni(>iiey derived from tiie addi- 
tional taxi s was only intended to imply I 
the armament of the mustalifuse or 
landstnim. the tliinl and last class of I 
the Turkish army reserves, and to] 
ftrent^then the armament Of the Other 
land forces of the sultan. 

The action of the Turkish govern- 
ment in completing the amianu iit of 
the mustahfose indicates that the em- 
pire is facing a situation wliicli may 
necessitate calling forth all the military 
force at its dispo.sjil and it also indicates 
that the situation is the gravest since 
the Roflso-Turkish war. Under these 
circnmstances it is bat natoral that nn- 
easiuess prevails. 

HAS THE U PRIS ING BEGUN? 

An Attempt Made to AitiaMlnate Mg:r. 

Uartnlnniroii. 

CoxsTAXTixoPLE, Oct. 27. — Whih' 
Mgr. Bartolomeos, the locum tenens of 
the Armenian patriarchate, was enter- 
ing his carriage yesterday, four men 

made an attempt to assassimite him, 
but they were seized by the prelate's 
escort. One of the would-be assassins 
is said to b(! an Armenian, and it is ex- 
plained that Mgr. Bartolomeos is un- 
popular with a section of the Ar<ue- 
nifuiB, owing, it is added, to his snb- 
servancy to the palace anthoritiea. Mgr. 
Bartolomeos was formerly archbishop of 
Brusa and was chown looum tenens of 
the Armenia patriaroh when Matthe 
Izmirlian resigned early in August last. 

Bartolomeos was the Ttirkish govem- 
ment s candidate for the patriarch at 
the election in December, 1894 ; but he 
obtained oidy a few votes, on account 
of his Mohammedan sympathies, and 
when lu' was made locum tenens and 
was received in audienct" by the sultan, 
lie ma(h' an address of the most sm-ile 
descrii)ti<>n. which aroused the indif:na- 
tiiinof the Armenians and provoked the 
contempt of the Turks themselves.

Boston, Oct. 27.— Advices from Har- 

poot, eastern Turkey, received in Bos- 
ton confirms dispatches to The Associ- 
ated Press in regard to the extent and 
barbarity of the recent massacre at 
Egin. These advleee state that many 
of the dead were left in the streets for 
days as foo<l for dogs, and large num- 
bers were thrown into the Phiphrates. 

The bodies were seen floating down 
the river 40 and 50 miles below the city. 
In mnue cases whole families were ob- 
literated. Exact statistics, of course, 
can not be given now, but it is feared 
that 8,000 is an underestimate. .Ml tlie 
testimony at hand com urs in showing 
that the massacre was ollicial and that 
it waa wholly without reason.

OONSTANTlSOi'Lii, Oct. -JT.— Armenian 
reports say that a,000 Armenians were 
killed at I^. «> far as known, but 
tbal no Turks were killed and that 1 ,000 
booses weie burned, leaving only 150 
houses standing for th« Ohristim popu- 
lation.

I.,ovi:L.\xn, O., Oct. 27.— The boiler at 
Mullen & Snider's planing mill blew uj 
at 8 :;;0 Monday morning. Robert Mul- 
len, the senior member of the firm, wn? 
probably fatally injured. His partner, 
Joseph .'^nider, and .Toe Scliuyler, a 
workman, were slightly injured. 

The machinery had been out of li.x for 
several <lays and was taken apart Sun- 
day. Monday fire was ag.ain started un- 
der tlio boiler and when the steam 
gauge n aclied the 100-ponud mark the 
boiler exphnled. It is believed that the 
Kauge was not working properly and 
that it registered a false pressure. 

Mullen was standing in front of the 
fly^vheel when the boiler let go. He 
^^ as struck by several fragments of iron 
and knocked under the circular saw ta- 
ble. His head and one arm were badly 
cut, and it is believed that he was in- 
jured intemallv. A fragment of iron 
struck Iiim in tue abdomen. 

Snider was at a oironlar saw, and he 
was knocked down. Schuyler war 
found under a work bench fully 80 feet 
from the place he was standing. 

The mill mocliinery was badly wrecked 
and ul.so much damage done to the 
building. 

SHOT AT HUMAN TARGETS.

Toi.i Oct. 27.— Henry Hainin at- 
tacked his wife and a party of ladies, 
wlio were going to church, with a re- 
volver. He shot at his wife, but miss- 
ing her the bullet struck Mrs. Schmidt 
in the iirm. Mrs. Ramin tied as Mrs. 
Schniiilr fell to tlie sidewalk. The m.td- 
(U'lied man jiursued his wife two bl(H'ks, 
firing at her constantly. She escaped 
into a neighbor's house. 

Ramm then retnmed and began an- 
other fusiUade on Mrs. Schmidt, aftei 
which he ttimed his attention to hii 
steijson and fired several shots at him 
without effect, also turning the weapon 
on the crowd that had collected. Ramm 
then walked across the street and taking 
off his hat, fired a bullet into his own 
forehead about an inch above the ripht 
eye. Ramm was taken to the police 
station to die, but hit* r lie ^'ot up and 
walked about the room and asked for a 
paper to read. The physioians are pus- 
sled.

Remiger entered 
the back door of Artbauer's house and 
fired at him. They grappled and in the 
scuffle Artbauer was sliot in the stom- 
ach and Remiger shot himself in the 
arm. He went to his home and wan 
soon ofterwanl arrested there.

CnK AQO, Oct. 27.— The call for the 
next annual meeting of the Farmers' 
national coii^;ress was issued yesterday 
by President H. F. ("laytnn ot' Iiidian- 
ola, la., and Secretary John M. Stahl of 
Chicago. The meeting will be held at 
Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 10 to 13. 

The regular delegates from each state 
are one from each contrres^ional district 
and two at larf.'e, appointed by the gov- 
ernor of tlie .state. Heads of all a>fri- 
cultural colleges and state agricultural 
boards are members by virtue at their 

ottiees. 

For the Indianapolis meeting the gov- 
ernors of Indiana. Illinois. Oliio and 
Michigan have appointed several hun- 
dred as.->ociate delegates, liuviug all tho 
priNdleges of the congress, except vot- 
ing. 

The coiniug mooting promises to be 
the largest gatliering of representative 
agriculturists ever convened in the 
United States, if not in the world.

He ridiculed the rejiorted 
cleverness of the .Scotland Yard detect- 
ives and said he had Ih-cii under their 
noses a number of times without being 
suspwted. He had also visited Cibral- 
tar.

He 
refused to say what city he referred to. 

IBs treatment in the French prison 
was exactly the same as tluit occordeil 
other prisoners, but he had the privilege 
of sending to the canton for his meals.
